Chriſtianity, and founded many Churches in Ma; 
but being accuſed as a Subverter of the Religion of the 
Empire, he was ſent bound to Rome, by Order of the 
Emperor Domitian, and thrown into a Caldron of 
boiling Oil; but was taken out unhurt.—This not 
being ſufficient to convince this cruel Emperor, or 


. his Fury, he ordered him to be tranſported to 
be Ifland of Patmes, where he wrote his Book of Re- 


velations, After the Death of Domitian his Succeſſor 


decalled thoſe that had been baniſhed, and St. John 


teturn'd again to Ala, and fixed his Seat at Eybeſus, 
ul Death put an End to all his Toils and Suffer- 
inge, in the 98th Lear of his Age.
